had a swollen and bruised left eye, and swelling and redness to the top of her head. 
Mrs. said her [was under the influence of unknown drugs, and had punched 
her in the eye and head. She said she was in fear for her and Wm was 
bedridden and still inside the house.

As the deputies were talking to Mrs. Suspect Rojo emerged from the front door of 
the residence, holding a machete. Suspect Rojo yelled, in both English and Spanish, 
that he was going to kill the deputies and his Suspect Rojo went in and out the 
front door of the residence, holding the machete in a threatening manner. Sergeant 
Pablo Partida, the field sergeant, arrived shortly after. 


During this time, the deputies were standing in the alley, as Suspect Rojo stood on the 
porch of the residence. A small chain link fence separated Suspect Rojo and the 
deputies. 


Pico Rivera Unit 152F, Deputies — and Jose Hernandez, and 152E, 
Deputy Ryan Malone arrived at the location. 


As Suspect Rojo advanced towards the deputies, holding the machete and threatening 
the deputies, Sergeant Partida directed Deputy Eito deploy a less lethal, stun bag 
shotgun. Deputy deployed three stun bag rounds at Suspect Rojo. The 
rounds all appeared to have struck Suspect Rojo. Suspect Rojo was unaffected by the 
rounds and did not drop the machete. Suspect Rojo retreated back into the residence, 
yelling that he was going to kill the deputies and ris BN 


The residence was contained and Suspect Rojo remained inside, with his bedridden 


Sergeant Partida requested additional personnel from neighboring stations and K9 to 
respond to the location. At this point, he and the deputies at the scene believed 


Suspect Rojo was going to kill v NN 


A tactical plan was developed to enter through the rear, wooden door of the residence 
and rescue Mr. 


IAB Note: The front door was secured by wrought iron door. 


Suspect Rojo was seen at the rear door, holding the machete and a kitchen knife, 
saying that he was going to kill deputies and his] Once the door closed, Deputy 
Hernandez rammed it open, but it was immediately closed from the inside. Deputy 
Hernandez again rammed the door open, and as soon as the ram struck the door, 
Suspect Rojo plunged the machete through the door screen. Deputy Hernandez fell 
backwards, and narrowly missed being struck by the machete. 


At one point, as Deputy Hernandez attempted to ram the rear door, Deputy B2- 
directed by Sergeant Partida to deploy the TASER. Deputy deployed the TASER 
at Suspect Rojo as he appeared and closed the door. The darts missed Suspect Rojo 
Deputy Hernandez used a pick to shatter the north facing bedroom window, in order to 
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lure Suspect Rojo away from the rear door. Suspect Rojo stabbed out the same 
window, almost striking Deputy Hernandez. Deputy Malone was able to see Suspect 
Rojo holding the machete, as he (Suspect Rojo) stood in the hallway of the residence. 
Deputy Hernandez, picked up the ram, and hit the door again, causing it to break off its 
hinges. 


Deputies {J Hernandez and Malone entered the residence, and saw Suspect Rojo 
standing in the hallway between the kitchen and the rest of the residence. They saw 
that Suspect Rojo was holding the machete and an eight to ten inch knife, as he 
disappeared into the darkness. The deputies, using the kitchen table, built a barricade, 
to separate them from Suspect Rojo. 


Suspect Rojo was seen in the doorway again, armed with the machete and knife, and 
advanced towards the deputies. 


IAB Note: The kitchen area was illuminated but the rest of the residence was 
dark. 


Deputy fldeployed his TASER at Suspect Rojo. The TASER struck Suspect Rojo 
on his left hand. Suspect Rojo retreated into the hallway, and disappeared into the 
darkness. Deputies Malone and Hernandez followed Suspect Rojo towards the 
doorway between the kitchen and the hallway. Deputy Hernandez, while still in the 
kitchen, illuminated the hallway with his weapon-mounted flashlight. The deputies saw 
Suspect Rojo holding the machete in his right hand, and the knife in his left hand. 
Suspect Rojo slashed the machete in an arc, towards all three deputies. The machete 
blade came within six inches of Deputy Hernandez’ face. Deputy Hernandez believed 
Suspect Rojo was going to decapitate him. The blade came less than a foot from 
Deputy Malone's chest / neck area, and ultimately struck Deputy ion the arm. 

The machete caused a contusion to Deputy s right wrist. Deputy Hernandez fired 
nine rounds, and Deputy Malone fired one round at Suspect Rojo. 


Suspect Rojo was struck in the right arm, right thigh, and abdomen, and staggered into 
the living room. The deputies followed Suspect Rojo into the living room and found 
him lying on the floor, leaning on a piece of furniture. Suspect Rojo suddenly lunged 
for the machete, which was on the ground, within arm's reach. Deputy Hernandez 
stepped on the machete and kicked it away from Suspect Rojo's reach. Suspect Rojo 
was then handcuffed with no further incident. 


Suspect Rojo was transported to, and treated at, Los Angeles County Medical Center 
for gunshot wounds to his abdomen, right leg and arm.

Deputy said as soon as additional deputies arrived, he along with other deputies 
went to the rear of the location as part of their plan to conduct an entry and rescue the 
The plan included picking and ramming the rear door, as Deputy Gonzalez 
threw an object through a window to cause a diversion. 


Deputy was assigned to cover a north-facing window. As deputies were 
ramming the rear door, Deputy heard the deputies say the suspect was 
attempting to strike them with the machete. Eventually, the door went down and 
deputies entered. Deputy was still holding cover on the north-facing window 
when he heard deputies say, "Put down the machete.”

As they responded, Deputy Madrid 
mentioned that he handled a prior call at the location involving a male known to carry 
machetes. Prior to arriving, they met with the handling unit, Deputy Lisa Gonzalez and 
told her of the prior contact at the location. They then drove to the location. Upon 
arriving, they contacted Suspect Rojo's {Ein the driveway of the location, which 
was located off the alley. As Deputy Madrid and Deputy Gonzalez contacted the 
female, they learn Suspect Rojo assaulted her. It was at this point, Deputy — carca 
Suspect Rojo screaming from the front door of the house. Suspect Rojo was yelling 
profanities in Spanish, and telling them to get away. At this time, Suspect Rojo 
remained on the porch and the deputies were standing in the alley. 


Deputy said he initially requested “back up,” but as soon as he saw the machete in 
Suspect Rojo’s hand, he requested a sergeant and deputies to respond code three. 
When the back up units arrived, Sergeant Partida directed Deputy| o shoot 
Suspect Rojo with the Stun Bag shotgun if he advanced towards them.

IAB Note: Deputy Malone was working Pico Rivera Unit 152E/ EM's (one 
person car) on February 4, 2014. 


Deputy Malone said he and other deputies responded tof vy Street, Pico Rivera, 
regarding a person screaming call. Prior to arriving at the location, he and other units 
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met near the location and drove in at the same time. When they arrived, he was 
walking eastbound in the alley towards a female, standing in the driveway of vy 
Street. It was at that point, he heard a Suspect Rojo yelling from the front porch. As 
Suspect Rojo yelled, Deputy Madrid told Deputy Malone about a prior contact he had 
with Suspect Rojo. On that contact, Suspect Rojo was armed with a machete. 
Deputy Madrid moved to a position where he was able to see Suspect Rojo holding a 
machete 


Deputy Malone said Suspect Rojo yelled profanities, and told them to get out of there. 
Deputy Madrid requested additional units and a sergeant to respond to their location. 


Deputy Malone said Suspect Rojo continued yelling as he (Suspect Rojo) entered and 
exited the location. Suspect Rojo did not step off the porch, and the deputies remained 
in the alley, with a chain link fence between them and Suspect Rojo. During this time, 
Deputy Malone yelled for Suspect Rojo to drop the machete. 


Deputy Malone said when additional deputies arrived, he heard the sergeant telling one 
of the deputies to grab the stung bag shot gun. At this point, Suspect Rojo continued 
yelling from the porch, as he held the machete. Suspect Rojo began to walk off the 
porch towards the deputies. Deputy Malone saw Deputy deploy the stung bag 
shotgun three times at Suspect Rojo. Suspect Rojo then retreated back into the 
house. 


Deputy Malone, along with Deputy Madrid, ran around the east side of the location and 
monitored the rear.

Deputy Malone said the plan was to enter the house through the back door. Windows 
at the rear of the house were broken out as diversion, as Deputy Hernandez used a ram 
on the back door. As the door opened, Suspect Rojo would shut it. This occurred 
several times. As the door opened, Suspect Rojo would thrust and swing the machete 
through the door screen towards them. 


Deputy Malone said Sergeant Partida directed Deputy [to deploy the TASER at 
Suspect Rojo when he attempted to shut the door. The TASER was deployed, but it 
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appeared not to strike Suspect Rojo. 


Deputy Hernandez broke out a north facing bedroom window as a diversion, and quickly 
ran back to the rear door and rammed it. This time, Suspect Rojo did not shut the 
door. Deputy Hernandez rammed the door again, near the hinges, causing the door to 
break off, giving them a better view of the interior. 


Deputy Malone said they discussed their plan. He, Deputy Hernandez, and Deputy 

lentered the kitchen and moved items out of the area. They also tipped over a 
table to create a barrier in case Suspect Rojo returned. Suspect Rojo appeared and 
stood at the doorway leading into the kitchen, holding the machete and knife, yelling 
“satanas, satanas.” Suspect Rojo began thrusting the knife downwards onto the floor.

He heard units were requested "Code 3” due to a 
person armed with a machete. When they arrived, he saw deputies talking to a person 
on the east side of the location. Sergeant Partida directed them to get the stun bag 
and they were briefed of the situation. At that time, the suspect exited the front door 
and began yelling threats as he waved a machete around. The suspect then walked 
towards them, waving the machete, and threating to kill them. The deputies ordered 
Suspect Rojo to drop the machete. Suspect Rojo did not comply, and continued 
walking towards them. Sergeant Partida directed Deputy’ to shoot Suspect Rojo 
with the stung bag shot gun. The first round appeared to hit him, but he continued 
advancing. The second round got the same reaction. The third round looked like it 
missed him, but he turned around, still holding the machete, and walked back into his 
house.

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Hernandez rammed the back door. The back door opened, but then immediately shut.

Deputy Hernandez again hit the back door with the ram, and was able to break the door 
off its hinges. The door was open, and Deputy Hernandez, Deputy Malone and Deputy 

stood near the door way. At this point, Deputy Malone began yelling at Suspect 
Rojo, who was standing at the kitchen doorway leading into the living room, to drop the 
machete. 


Deputy Hernandez saw Suspect Rojo holding the machete in his right hand and a knife 
in his left hand, as he stood in the doorway leading into the hallway/living room.

Suspect Rojo said he was sticking the machete through the window and doors at the 
deputies, and telling them not to come into his house. He was upset because they 
were trying to take off the doors. 


Suspect Rojo said he told the deputies, in English to, "Please, please, please, get away, 
everything is ok, in the name of Jesus please don't scare my don’t scare my 
don't scare me." 
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Suspect Rojo remembered being shot on the hand with a TASER. He said he told the 
deputies to leave him there to die with his

Sergeant Partida said he responded tol vy Street, Pico Rivera, when a deputy 
requested a supervisor on L-Tac. As he was responding, SCC requested he respond 
Code-3 due a male being armed with a machete. Sergeant Partida requested that the 
deputy be placed on the duplex patch, in order to obtain more information 


Sergeant Partida arrived and saw Suspect Rojo standing on the porch, holding a 
machete and yelling in English and Spanish. He heard deputies, who were already on 
scene, giving Suspect Rojo orders to drop the machete. 


Sergeant Partida directed Deputy — o retrieve the stun bag shotgun from the 
Supervisor's Vehicle (Tahoe) and position himself in the alley, facing the front door 
There was no dialogue with Suspect Rojo, other than the deputies giving him orders. 
Suspect Rojo was cursing, and threatening to kill them and M M Suspect 
Rojo was holding the machete as he walked in and out of the house, yelling and 
cursing. Sergeant Partida directed Deputy to shoot Suspect Rojo with the stun 
bag shot gun if he advanced towards them. 
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Sergeant Partida said at this point, his focus was on Suspect Rojo, and he wanted to 
make sure they had less lethal weapons ready. Suspect Rojo began to advance on 
the walkway, towards the deputies. | Suspect Rojo was irate, and holding the machete 
in his right hand. Sergeant Partida believed Suspect Rojo was going to assault them, 
and he directed Deputy Mio shoot Suspect Rojo with the stun bag shotgun. 

Deputy shot one stun bag round at Suspect Rojo, and it appeared to have no 
effect on him. Sergeant Partida ordered Deputy Bto shoot him a second and 
third time. Sergeant Partida was not sure if the rounds struck Suspect Rojo. Suspect 
Rojo retreated back into the house. 


Sergeant Partida said deputies positioned on the east side of the location were able to 
hear Suspect Rojo running throughout the house, yelling that he was going to kill them 
and his Sergeant Partida contacted the handling deputy, Deputy Gonzalez, and 
was informed the mother of Suspect Rojo had told her he (Suspect Rojo) was acting 
crazy, and she was fearful he would harm her bedridden husband. 


Sergeant Partida said at this point the location was contained, and neighboring 
residences were evacuated. They also briefed and developed a plan to enter and 
rescue Suspect Rojo's MEME Their plan included assigning the duties of having less 
lethal and lethal weapons ready, radio, and a deputy to cause a diversion when the 
entry was made. Sergeant Partida requested the assistance of East Los Angeles and 
Norwalk Station, airship, and K-9. At this point, there was no dialogue with Suspect 
Rojo. 


Sergeant Partida said the plan was to enter the location through the rear door. When 
they reached the rear, Deputy Gonzalez began to break windows as a diversion, as 
Deputy Hernandez rammed the rear door. As Deputy Hernandez rammed the door, 
Suspect Rojo swung the machete up and down at the deputies, and shut the door 
closed. Suspect Rojo did this several times before Sergeant Partida directed Deputy 
Bo use the TASER on Suspect Rojo when he appeared at the door again. The 
door was rammed again, and Suspect Rojo appeared at the door. Deputy 

activated his TASER at Suspect Rojo, but the door shut and the TASER darts missed 
him. 


Sergeant Partida said Suspect Rojo continued to close the door as they pushed it open. 


Sergeant Partida believed Suspect Rojo’s las in danger and it was their duty to 
enter and rescue him. 


Sergeant Partida said Deputy Hernandez broke out a north-facing window as diversion, 
to get Suspect Rojo out of the kitchen. As soon as he saw him in another portion of 
the house, Sergeant Partida ordered the rear door to be rammed again, and broken off 
it hinges. Once the door fell off its hinges, they were able to see that Suspect Rojo 
was not in the kitchen. The deputies continued with their plan, and entered through the 
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rear door. 


Sergeant Partida directed the deputies to use items in the kitchen to create a barrier to 
slow Suspect Rojo, in case he advanced towards them. Suspect Rojo could be heard 
yelling just past the doorway, or hallway, leading from the kitchen area. 


Sergeant Partida said Suspect Rojo was standing, yelling, and holding the machete in 
the doorway between the kitchen and the rest of the house. Sergeant Partida directed 
Deputy ito shoot Suspect Rojo with the TASER. Deputy ctivated his 
TASER at Suspect Rojo and appeared as if it struck him, causing him to fall back. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Partida was in the kitchen standing behind Deputy 
Malone, Hernandez, and — SV this time. 


Sergeant Partida said the deputies methodically advanced through the kitchen, towards 
the area Suspect Rojo had fallen. It was at this point, as they made their turn out of 
the kitchen area, Sergeant Partida heard gunshots. Sergeant Partida made his way 
into the dark living room, and saw Deputy Hernandez move the machete away from 
Suspect Rojo's reach. Suspect Rojo was on the ground, and was then handcuffed. 


Sergeant Partida said paramedics entered the location and treated Suspect Rojo. 


Sergeant Partida indicated on pictures and sketches of the scene, the approximate 
position he and the suspect were standing at the time of the incident. Refer to the 
pictures and sketches included with the transcript of this interview.

George Madrid L | Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy George Madrid was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Teri Bernstein and 
Angus Ferguson at Pico Rivera Station on February 4, 2014, at approximately 1254 
hours. The interview was digitally audio recorded. Refer to Exhibit “A,” page 51 for 
the Homicide Investigator's summary. 


On September 22, 2015, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Louis Vigil and David 
Ladjevic interviewed Deputy George Madrid at the Internal Affairs Bureau Building. 
The interview was digitally audio recorded. Deputy Madrid was represented by Ms. 
Maureen Okwuosa, Attorney at Law 


IAB Note: Deputy Madrid was working Pico Rivera Station Unit 151D/EM's 
with his partner, Deputy n on February 4, 2014. 
Deputy Madrid was driving. 
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Deputy Madrid said they responded to — M Street, Pico Rivera, regarding a 
disturbance call involving a female crying. As they responded, Deputy Madrid 
mentioned to Deputy that he had handled a call involving a male armed with a 
machete at that location. During that contact, the male was cooperative and placed 
the machete on the ground. As they met with the handling unit, Deputy Lisa Gonzalez, 
he informed her of the prior contact. They then drove to the location. Upon arriving, 
they contacted Suspect Rojo’s Jin the driveway of the location. As Deputy 
Madrid and Deputy Gonzalez contacted the female, they learned Suspect Rojo 
assaulted her. It was at this point, Suspect Rojo was seen at the front porch of the 
location, yelling profanities and telling them to leave. At this time, Suspect Rojo 
remained on the porch and the deputies were standing in the alley. 


IAB Note: Incident History Records of calls E Street, Pico Rivera, for 
the last 5 years are included in this case book, Refer to 
Miscellaneous Documents. 


Deputy Madrid said after repositioning himself, he was able to see Suspect Rojo was 
holding a Machete as he entered and exited the front door of the location. They 
requested additional deputies (Code three). When the back up units arrived, Sergeant 
Partida directed Deputy to shoot Suspect Rojo with the Stun Bag shotgun if he 
advanced towards them. Suspect Rojo then walked towards, them threatening them 
with the machete. Sergeant Partida directed Deputy to shoot Suspect Rojo. 
Deputy shot three times with the stun bag shot gun. Suspect Rojo continued 
moving towards them after the first shot. After the last shot, Suspect Rojo, still holding 
the machete, hunched over, ran into the location, and shut the door. Once inside, 
Suspect Rojo could be heard threatening to kill his father 


Deputy Madrid said they were yelling commands at Suspect Rojo to drop the machete 
prior to the use of the stun bag shot gun. 


Deputy Madrid said at this point, based on Suspect Rojo's threats and assault on his 
EB they believed Suspect Rojo was capable of harming hi MINE, They began 
containing the location and planning a rescue. 


Deputy Madrid and Deputy Malone were directed to a containment position in the rear 
of the location. As they were in the rear, Deputy Madrid saw Suspect Rojo going in 
and out of rooms, hitting the machete against objects and acting bizarre. At one point, 
Suspect Rojo poked his head out the back door and yelled for them to get out. 


Deputy Madrid said Sergeant Partida, Deputies Hernandez, Gonzalez and RN 
joined them in the rear of the location, and a plan was developed to enter and rescue 
Suspect Rojo's — | The plan included creating a diversion by breaking a window, 
as they rammed the back door and entered. Deputy Gonzalez broke out a bedroom 
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window and Deputy — -027 ramming the back door. After several hits, the door 
opened but Suspect Rojo closed it. This continued numerous times. Deputy 
Hernandez began ramming the door, and at one point, Suspect Rojo opened the door 
and attempted to stab Deputy Hernandez. Deputy Hernandez fell back as he stepped 
off the raised door landing. Deputy Madrid said they continued ramming the door, and 
at one point, he saw Deputy activate his TASER when the suspect stood at the 
door. Deputy Madrid was focused on the windows as the deputies were ramming the 
door. He saw that the door was breached, and they positioned themselves at the 
doorway. 


Deputy Madrid said Sergeant Partida directed them to make a barrier in the kitchen. 
Deputy Hernandez, Malone and made entry, as he stood behind them in the 
doorway. Deputy Madrid saw Deputy B activate the TASER, but he (Deputy 
Madrid) was unable to see Suspect Rojo at this point. Deputy Madrid heard Suspect 
Rojo scream, and the sound of someone falling. Deputy Madrid saw Deputy 
Hernandez and Malone move towards the hallway, and stop at the doorway. He heard 
the TASER still being activated, but was not able to see into the dark hallway. Deputy 
Hernandez illuminated the next room with his gun-mounted flashlight. As the light went 
on, Deputy Madrid saw Suspect Rojo swing the machete, almost striking Deputy 
Hernandez’ head Deputy Madrid then saw Deputies Hernandez and Malone shoot in 
the direction he last saw Suspect Rojo standing, when he swung the machete. Deputy 
Madrid was not able to see into the dark hallway where Suspect Rojo was standing. 


Deputy Madrid said he broadcast that shots were fired, and saw Deputy Malone and 
Hernandez enter living room. Deputy Madrid heard Deputy Hernandez say that 
Suspect Rojo still had the machete in his hand. Once Deputy Madrid entered the living 
room, he saw Suspect Rojo lying face down with his hands tucked under his body. He 
also saw Deputy Hernandez pick up and throw the machete just outside the front door. 
Deputy Madrid told Suspect Rojo, in English and Spanish, to give him his hands. 
Deputy Madrid held Suspect Rojo's arms as Deputy Millllinanacuttea him. 


Deputy Madrid indicated on pictures and sketches of the scene, the approximate position 
he and the suspect were standing at the time of the incident. Refer to the pictures and 
Sketches included with the transcript of this interview.

Lisa A. Gonzalez (MEM Deputy Sheriff 
On September 23, 2015, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Louis Vigil and David 


Ladjevic interviewed Deputy Lisa Gonzalez at Los Angeles Southwest College Sheriff's 
Office. The interview was digitally audio recorded. 
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IAB Note: Deputy Gonzalez was working Pico Rivera Station Unit 151B/EM's 
(no partner) on February 4, 2014. 


Deputy Lisa A. Gonzalez said she authored an Incident and Supplemental Report on 
the day of the incident. She reviewed the reports and said they are a thorough, 
complete and truthful account of the incident.

Deputy Gonzalez said she responded © vy Street, Pico Rivera, regarding two 
calls, one involving a male yelling and the other was a female crying in the alley. 

Prior to arriving, she coordinated the assisting unit (Deputies Madrid and mm by 
having them meet near the location and drive in together. It was during this time, 
Deputy Madrid told her of a prior contact with a male who liked knives at that location. 
Upon arriving, they contacted Suspect Rojos (Mrs. near the 
garage. They learned she was assaulted and had visible injuries fo her face caused by 
her| Suspect Rojo. As they spoke to Mrs. i Suspect Rojo was seen at the 
front porch of the location yelling profanities and telling them to leave. At this time, 
Suspect Rojo remained on the porch and the deputies were standing in the alley near 
the gate. Suspect Rojo then started threatening them as he swung a machete. 


Deputy Gonzalez said they requested additional units to respond. When Sergeant 
Partida arrived, Suspect Rojo was walking in and out of the house, yelling profanities 
and waving the machete. Deputy Gonzalez re-contacted Mrs. P| and learned that 


her bedridden Eas inside. 


Deputy Gonzalez heard Sergeant Partida direct Deputy [to get the stun bag, as 
Suspect Rojo continued threatening them and holding up the machete. As Suspect 
Rojo walked towards them with the machete, they ordered him to put the machete 
down. Suspect Rojo did not comply, and Deputy BE hot him twice with the stun 
bag shot gun. Deputy Gonzalez was not sure if the stun bag rounds hit him. Suspect 
Rojo turned around and ran back into the house. 


Deputy Gonzalez was able to hear Suspect Rojo yelling from inside the location that he 
was going to kill isi and items being thrown. She also saw the interior lights turn 
off and on. Deputy Gonzalez said they began containing the location and evacuating 
neighboring houses. 


Deputy Gonzalez said she initially had a barricaded suspect situation and requested the 
Special Enforcement Bureau, but due to the bedridden being in danger, they 
developed a rescue plan. The plan was to create a diversion and enter through the 
back door. Her assignment was to throw a weight through a north window, and create 
diversion as deputies approached and rammed the back door. As the deputies 
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rammed the door, she saw Suspect Rojo put his arm through the doorway with the 
machete at the deputies. The deputies backed up, and Suspect Rojo went back 
inside. 


Deputy Gonzalez heard the TASER being activated while the deputies were ramming 
the back door. She only heard and did not see the TASER activation. 


Deputy Gonzalez said the deputies made entry into the location as she maintained her 
position at the northeast corner of the house. Her focus was on the windows in case 
Suspect Rojo exited while the deputies were entering. She was able to hear Suspect 
Rojo yelling, furniture being moved around and the deputies ordering him to put his 
weapon down. Deputy Gonzalez said a few seconds later she heard four to five quick 
gunshots. She broadcast “998” (officer involved in a shooting) and entered the location 
via the back door. Once she entered, she saw Suspect Rojo laying handcuffed in the 
iving room. Deputy Gonzalez then checked on Suspect Rojo llc saw he was 
lying in his bed, alive. 


Deputy Gonzalez only heard, but did not see, the shooting. 


Deputy Gonzalez indicated on pictures and sketches of the scene, the approximate 
position she and the suspect were standing at the time of the incident. Refer to the 
pictures and sketches included with the transcript of this interview.

Anderson interviewed Mrs. EE (irs. did not speak English, and 
Deputy Juan Carlos Parra MEN translated during this interview. The interview was 
digitally audio recorded. Refer to Exhibit “A,” page 86, for the Homicide 
Investigator s summary. 


Mrs. ES apartment window is directly over, and across the alley, from Suspect 
Rojo's residence. She said at about 5 a.m. the man’s was outside screaming 
for someone to call the police. When the police arrived, the man was yelling in English 
and Spanish. 


Mrs. MEN oio the police arrived with rifles, and the man went into his house and got 
amachete. The man went into his house and came back out yelling, “You sons’ of 
bitches" The man went back inside, and then came back out again. That was when 
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the police shot him. Mrs. {said the man grabbed his right hip and yelled, “Ay 
wey!” Mrs. Mill was not sure if the rounds hit him. 


Mrs. MEN oid the man went back into his house after being shot. She said she 
could still hear him yelling. Mrs. was then evacuated from her apartment. 


Mrs. (said her neighbor was known to scream and fight with imaginary people. 
On several occasions he has had the machete during these episodes.

She also said Suspect Rojo assaulted her 
ERO the past and she was worried he would kill him. cr co not 
speak or walk, and suffered from Alzheimer's and dementia. 


Mrs. [said once she made contact with the deputies, they placed her in a patrol car 
to wait. She saw Suspect Rojo exit the house with the machete and heard deputies 
yelling commands. She yelled at the deputies not to hurt him, but she did not see 
anything else.
